Offices and in Pienty. 

The Evening Star of today says that 
some interesting information regarding the 
number of employes in the interior depart 
ment is given in the new register. Accord- 
ing to this volume the number of employes 
in the various bureaus is as follows: Land 
service. 1.098: Indian service, 4,108; . pen- 
gion service, 6,685; census service, 1,277; 
geological survey, 281; paterit office, 605;

He Sends a Statement in Reply to Charges 
Against Him. ‘ 

The following statement from Mr. Myrick 
was sent out by the Associated Press last 
night: : 

Americus, Ga., April 7.—(Special.)—In The 
Atlanta Journal of the 6th an Atlanta Cleve- 
land democrat is quoted as saying: “Mr. 
Myrick had a newspaper and could have done 
Mr. Cleveland a great amount of good.

INOW FOR THE TURKS. 


Americans Insulted and Mistreated in 
Turkey. 


A FEMALE SEMINARY BURNED, 


It Is Believed, by Direction of Turk- 
ish Officials. 


PROMPT REPARATION IS DEMANDED. 


a 
The Porte Informed That the Rights of 
Citizens ot the United States Must 
Be Respected—Correspondence. 


Washington, April 7.—The United States 
has taken vigorous action in regard to the 
outrages on the American citizens at Marso- 
van, in the Turkish dominions, and the vio- 


 Jations of the mails of the United States 


legation. The facts of the case are as fol- 
lows: 
Cause of the Trouble. 

On the 10th of January last, a number 
of seditious placards were distributed 
throughout the regions of Marsovan and 
Calsarea, in the center of Asia Minor. On 
account of the alleged seditious movements 
existing among the Americans, the Turkish 
authorities ascribed the authorship of these 
placards to the students of Anatoba college, 
an American educational institution at Mar- 
sovan. 

On the night of the 2d of February the 
Girls’ seminary, a branch of this institution, 
was fired and burned to the ground. There 
was circumstantial evidence to show that 
this was done with full knowledge, if not 
by direct act, of the Turkish officials. The 
condition of the Americans in that place be- 
came so critical that United States Consul 
Milo A. Jewett whs dispatched thither 
from Sivax, and the Americans in that 
district have been under his protection ever 
since. ee 

The dispatches passing between Minister 
Thompson and Consul Jewett at Marsovan 
have been repeatedly violated and formal 
complaint of this fact has been made by 
the American minister to the sublime porte. 
Demands for redress made to the Turkish 
authorities were met by counter demands 
on their side that the alleged seditious move- 
ments of American students should first be 
investigated and determined upon before 
any efforts would be made to discover the 
perpetrators of the outrages complained of. 

Prompt Reparation Demanded. 


Secretary Greskam has cabled to Minister 
Thompson at Constantinople a strong ex- 
pression of the president’s views on the out- 
rage, and demanding not only prompt rep- 
aration for the burned seminary but pup- 
ishment of all parties found guilty in- the 
matter. Minister Thompson is instructed 
that no alleged prior actg of students are 
to affect the rights of this government in 
the premises. Minister Thompson is charged 
to give renewed attention to the matter and 
to dispatch a special messenger, if necessa- 
ry, to Consul Jewett, and see to the inyiola- 
bility of official correspondence. 

The minister ig to act promptly, and ad- 
vise the department by cable. No effort ‘is 
to be relaxed in securing legal rights to our 
citizens in Turkey. It is understood to be 
the policy of the United States to make 
this Marsovan incident a test case in our 
relations with Turkey. There are at the

Convention. 


New York April 7.—It has been evident 
from the beginning that all was not har- 
monious among the delegates to the national 
couference of state boards of health. Dis- 
content culminated this morning in an im- 
portant meeting of the sanitary council of 
the Mississippi valley. The meeting, which 
was held at the Fifth Avenue hotel, grew out 
of the feeling that the national conference 
attempted to unite interests too various 
and to harmonize many conflicting authori- 


Dr. Hewitt stated at yesterday's meeting 
that the generalities and platitudes that only 
could result from attempting to cover the en- 
tire country and Cailifa were not what was 
wanted in the face of the gravity of the 
situation. The result was that a special 
meeting of the sanitary council of Missis- 
sippi valley was called. The territory em- 
braced within the jurisdiction of the council 
includes fifteen states and lakes in the coun- 
try between Minnesota and Louisiana on 
the north and south and Iowa and eastern 
Pennsylvania on the east and west. 
Tweleve of the fifteen representatives at- 
tended the meeting, the other three states 
being represented by proxies. Resolutions 
were passed of a much more definite and 
sweep character than those adopted by 
the conference of state boards. e first 
of these resolutions grows out of the recent 
reports of the recurrence of cholera in Rus- 
sia and requests that the surgeon general 
of the marine hospital service make a thor- 
ough investigation of the matter, partic- 
ularly in Russia and if the facts seem to 
justify, that the case be laid before the au- 
thorities in Washington and the president 
be asked to prohibit immigration, either in 
whole or in part under section 7. of 
the new quarantine laws. Another resolu- 
tion calls upon the marine hospital service 
to institute a system of sanitary inspection 
of trade and traflic in the states represented 
in the council. this inspection to be kept up 
from year to year during such a period as 
may be found necessary.

That Is the Report of The London Lancet’s 
; Commissioners. 

London, April 7.—The report of the 
commissioners sent by The Lancet, the 
leading medical journal of Great Britain, 
to make an examination regarding the sani- 
tary condition of Chicago with a view to 
the better information of the British visit- 
ors to that city during the coming world’s 
fair, reports that all the samples of Chi- 
cago river water examined showed an ap- 
palling pollution Dy animal refuse, indis- 
criminately mixed wijh common sewage. 
The pollution nt the mouth of the 
Chicago river, increases until the max- 
imum is reached in the vicinity of the stock 
yards, near the gguthern branch of the 

station, where the filthy condition 
escription. At certain points the 
condition of the Chicago river was worse 
than that of crnde sewage. The smell 
was vile and nauseating. The tempera- 
ture of the Chigago river water varied from 
33 degrees Fahrenheit at the mouth of the 
river to 44 degrees at the stockyards, while 
the temperature of the air didn’t exceed 
24 degrees. It was safe, therefore, to 
comlude that the condition of the Chicago 
iden! in the summer would be more abom- 
nable. 

The analysis of the water of Lake Mich- 
igan failed to furnish any distinct evi- 
dence of serious pollution. In dealing 
with the domestic supply, the r em- 
phasizes that it is desirable to filter lake 
water for drinking, gince not a single sgam- 
ple of the ordinary supply is entirely free 
from sediment, which, in the ma ority. of 
instances, consisted of vegetable debris.

THE STRANGE WEATHER YESTERDAY. . 


A Hail Storm and Excessive Heat at 
Chicago. 


SHOW IN NEW YORK AND BOSTON 


And Several Earthquake Shocks in South 
Carolina—Also a Shock Felt at 
Lincolnton, Ga. 


Chicago, April 7.-This was the warmest 
day Chicago has seen in the month of April 
for twenty years. The mercury stood at 
82 degrees and a hot wind blew from the 
south at the rate of thirty miles an hour. 
The heated spell lasted until 6 o’clock, when 
it ‘was broken by a heavy hailstorm, which 
passed over the southern portion of the city. 
The hail was accompanied by a high 
wind; which laid g few trees prostrate and 
materially aided the bailstones in smashing 
several thousand dollars’ worth of window 
glass along Cottage Grove avenue and upon 
many of the cross streets. Early in the 
morning a strong puff of wind collided with 
the Indiana hotel, a new structure near the 
world’s fair grounds ang leveled it at the 
first attempt. The wind was also too much 
for a building which was intended to hold 
the panorama of the battle of Lookout moun- 
tain. This structure had not been suffi- 
ciently braced and it was turned into a 
big pile of kindling wood. It will cost $5,000 
to rebuild.

Lendon, April 7.—A strike that threat- 
eg to have serious consequences has been 
started at Hull,the well-known shipping port 
in Yorkshire.

A CHICAGO MYSTERY. 


The Dismembered Body of a Woman Fonnd 
in the Sand on the Lake Shore. 

@hicago, April 7.—This afternoon the 
Wismembered body of a woman was found 
buried in the sand on the shore of Lake 
Michigan, at the foot of Hollywood ave- 
nue- Both legs had becn severed just above 
the knees and the head and shoulders had 
been torn away just above the armpits. The 
bedy was entirely destitute of clothing and 
there is not the slightest clue to the woman's 
identity. The body had evidently been for 
several months in the place where it was 
found, as the sand had been washed up 
around and almost covered it. The most 
peculiar feature of the case was that the 
body was as white as marble and almost as 
hard. When tapped with a pencil it gave 
out a sound similar to that obtained by sim- 
ilar means from a piece of iron or hard 
wood. 

Its condition is a puzzle to the coroner 
and the city physician, who confess to never 
having before met with such a case. It 
ie claimed by some of the police that the 
body was that of a suicide and that the 
dismembered work was torn off by the pro- 
peller of a passing steamer. The body is 
badly gashed. The officers claim that the 
body could not have been kept from decom- 
posing since the close of navigation last fall 
and that the woman was poisoned with ar- 
seenic and her body mutilated with the ob- 
ject of creating the impression that it was 
done by a propeller.

The tota] for the week and for 
the first seven days of April is 20,559 bales 
less than the movement from Apri] 1st to 
7th, inclusive, last year, and 22,418 less 
than during the same date year before 
last. This brings the total deticiency for 
the two hundred and nineteen days of the 
season, ending this evening, to 2,377,356 
less than the movement for the same num- 
ber of days last season, and 1,907,967 less 
than the season before. The tota] brought 
into sight during the past seven days and 
for the first seven days of April has been 
50,539, against 70918 from April 1st to 
7th. inclusive, last year, and (2,777 the 
year before. The total marketed from

New York, April 7.—George IL Seney, 
the well-known Brooklyn philanthropist, died 
this evening at the Grand hotel. He had 
for the past three weeks been confined with 
an attack of heart failure. 

George Ingraham Seney, philanthropist, 
was born May 12, 1826, in Astoria, L. L; 
graduated from Wesleyan college in 1845, 
and from the university of New York in 
1847; entered the banking business as paying 
teller in the Metropolitan bank of New 
York; became president of that institution 
in 1877 and held that position till 1884, 
when the bank suspended. Mr. Seney lost 
several million dollars in this failure, but } 
later recovered most of it. His charitable 
contributions are $410,000 to the Methodiet 
general hospital of Brooklyn; $100,000 to 
Long Island Historical Society; $250,000 
to Emory college-and Weslyan Female col- 
lege, Macon, Ga., and $100,000 to beney- 
olent objects in Brooklyn. He has the fin- 
est gallery of pictures in the United States 
and was quite an art connoisseur.

‘Mrs. Clayton Belonged to One of the Old- 


est Southern Families, and Was for 
Many Years a Resi dent of Atlanta. 


In beautiful Oakland cemetery, not far 
from the graves which she had decorated 
with her own hands each year since the 
late war, Mrs. W. W. Clayton was laid 
to rest yesterday afternoon, under a fra- 
grant canopy of April flowers. 

There was a feverential calm about the 
spot in which the services were held, which 
seemed to breathe from the surrounding 
evergreens a soft tranquility which fell 
like a mantle from the clear sky, already 
beginning to wear the tinge of sunset. In 
the silence which waited upon the scene, 
the memories ef the past, in which Mrs. 
Clayton had figured so remarkably, came 
thronging back, and it seemed té every one 
a thoughtful providence that one who had 
figured so conspicuously in the trying days 
of the late war, should be taken, of all oth- 
er times, in that special month which was 
sacred to the memory of the south’s dead 
heroes, and which commemorated the clos- 
ing scenes of the confederacy. 

Mrs. Clayton was a southern matron of 
the old regime—a type of broad culture, 
mixed with refined hospitality, which is 


| now unhappily fast becoming extinct. Her 


home was always sacred to her guests, and 
a cordial welcome on her part was always 
the precusor of the most charming enter- 
tainment. Her devotion to the cause of the 
south was intensified by the prominence of 
her family, which furnished several mem- 
bers to the national councils and which gave 
to the confederacy its chief naval command- 
er, General Semmes. During the war Mrs. 
Clayton remained in Atlanta and was con- 
stantly in attendance upon the confederate 
hospitals. Her life was one of beautiful 
devotion and self-sacrifice, and though she 
lived to that silvery age of three score 
years and ten, she did not outlive the mem- 


ory of her good deeds, and these, when her 


life went out last Wednesday, followed her 
in many a sigh to the better land. 


Services at the Church. 


The funeral services of Mrs. Clayton 
were held from the Central Presbyterian 
church yesterday afternoon at 4 o’clock. 

They were ‘largely attended by friends 
and acquaintances, and several members 
of the Confederate Veterans’ Association 
were present. 

There were also a number of ladies in 
attendance who represented the Ladies’ 
Memorial Associction, of which organiza- 
tion Mrs. Clayton was a leyal and active 
member. When the casket arrived, followed 
by the friends who had accompanied the 
remains from the house, the large audito- 
rium of the church was well filled. 

Dr. G. B. Strickler, the pastor of the 
chureh, assisted by Dr. T. P. Cleveland, 
the pastor of the Fourth Presbyterian 
church, conducted the solemn and impres- 
sive services. 

After an offertory from the choir the 
beautiful hymn of trust, 


Jesus lover of my goul, 
Let me to thy bosom fly, 


was then exquisitely rendered, after which 
several passages of scripture were read, 
appropriate to the funeral occasion. The 
reading of the sel, pg Was followed by 
the hymn, “I Would Not Live Alway.” 

Rev. T. P. Cleveland, the chaplain of 

the Confederate Veterans’ Association, was 
then introduced by Dr. Strickler, as one 
who had known Mrs. Clayton intimately 
for a number of years. 
- The remarks of Mr. Cleveland were feel- 
ingly delivered, and were beautifully expres- 
give of that high regard which he enter- 
tained for her stainless Christian life and 
character. He spoke of her loyalty to the 
confederate goldiers and of the many traits 
of character whch endeared her to the 
memory of all who knew her. 

After Mr. Cleveland had concluded Dr. 
Strickler addressed a few words of earnest 
consolation. to the afflicted hearts which 
had been sorely bereaved by the unhappy 
dispensation. He referred to the beautiful 
assurance of immortality in which she had 
died, and the eternal rest of the saints into 
which she had entered.

Macon, Ga., April 7.—(Special.)—Some 
of the employes of the Central road have 
another grievance against the managers 
of that corporation and they may appeal to 
Judge Speer for relief. Their trouble is that 
they are required to work more hours per 
day than the law allows and they say that 
unless the road changes its practice in this 
particular they will be forced to apply to 
Judge Speer for protection. The legislature 
of 1890-91 passed a law from which the 
following extracts are taken:

out of twenty-four hours shall be required to 

n go on duty until after ten hours rest, 
except in the case above stated. That an 
railroad violating any of the previsions o 
section 1 of this act shall be subject to a 
forfeiture of not less than fifty nor more 
than five hundred dollars; all forfeitures col- 
lected under the provisions of this act shall 
be paid into the state treasury to the credit 
of the school fund. 

Engiueers and firemen are paid mileage, 
go they have no complaiut to affer, but many 
of the other freight trainmen, flagmen, brake- 
men, conductors, etc., do complain at the 
violation of the law on the part of the 
Central road. They say that frequently 
they come in from off a freight run and are 
required within five and six hours to go out 
on another run. In some instances they have 
been allowed less than five hours rest where- 
as the law expressly says they shall be 
given ten hours rest. The law was passed 
in order to allow railroad men ample hours 
of rest and this rest they should certainly 
have. When the law was up before the leg- 
islature for passage it was agreed that 
Many wrecks were caused by overworking 
the men. Not having sufficient rest they 
would go to sleep at their post ot duty. 
These complaining employes of the Central 
road and its branches say that the reason 
the trainmen are now overworked in viola- 
tion of law is that the road dves not hire 
a sufficient force of men. Thirteen hours 
are certainly enough for any man to work, 
especially freight trainmen, and all railroads 
that violate the law in this particular should 

made to pay the penalty, and, no doubt, 
if the matter is brought te the attention of 
Judge Speer, he will force the Central to 
comply with the law.

EVIDENTLY FOR PURPOSES OF ROBBERY 


Was Deed Done—An Effort to Wreck 
e Relief Train—Two Train- 
men Injured. 


Macon, Ga., April 7.—(Special.)—News 
reached Macon today of a bad wreck on 
the Eatonton branch of the Central road 
last evening about four miles beyond Mill- 
edgeville . 

The train was a combination of freight 
and passenger cars. Some miscreant placed 
a bar of iron across the track and fastened 
it under a crosstie. The engineer saw the 
obstruction just before reaching it.

The discontent of the masses, caused 
by a generation of republican misrule, 
offers the demagogue a tempting op- 
portunity. 

It is an easy matter for any apparent- 
ly earnest man, having the gift of gab, 
to go among the people in many states, 
especially in the west, and rally a large 
following by simply declaring that the 
trend of federal legislation and the 
effect of certain recent decisions of 
the federal courts must _ inevita- 
bly reduce oworkingmen_ to a 
state of peonage, and increase the op- 


pression of our vicious tariff and finan- 


cial systems.’ The danger is that the 
able demagogue may take advantage 
of this opportunity, and secure a popu- 
lar endorsement of reckless schomes 
that will result disastrously. 

The only way to head off the dema- 
gogue, and nip the flaming red flower 
of populism in the bud, is to reform 
the evils now so galling and burden- 
some. In other words, the speedy ac- 
tion of the new administration in re- 
deeming the pledges of the democratic 
platform will leave the populists with 
no grievances to complain of, and the 
demagogue with nothing to talk about. 
The wiping out of protection, the re- 
monetization of silver, the re-establish- 
ment of state banks and the disappear- 
ance of sectionalism and class legisla- 
tion will undo the plutocratic work of 
the republicans, and the producing and 
working interests of the country will 
see that the reforms they demand are 
substantially embodied in the policy of 
the democratic party. 

The reign of the demagogue can be 
avoided, if the party now in supreme 
control of the government will show 
reasonable diligence in carrying out its 
promises. Any other line of conduct 
will disappoint thousands of good dem- 
ocrats, inflame the populists, increase 
the existing restlessness and discontent, 
and cause the Hon. Jack Cade to loom 
up as a controlling factor in our poli- 
tics. - 

Let the democratic pledges be re- 
deemed without unnecessary delay.

In demonetizing silver to make it harder 
gor France, to make and keep that conquered 
nation a fourth-rate money power, he has 
stirred up the whole fabric of socialism. 
France has come out of the pit into which 
Bismarck flung her with astonishing rapid: 
ity, has regained her monetary, industrial 
and military strength, while Germany, rest- 
ing its currency on a gradually appreciating 
gold basis, has suffered from an industrial 
depression which inevitably comes from an 
appreciating basis of currency. As prices 
have fallen the masses have been in the 
end squeezed and social disturbance has been 
the result. 

Great as Bismarck was he could not fore- 
see ‘this. The laws of money are difficult to 
understand and an understanding of them 
we could not expect to find in a man whose 
great intellectua] powers were so constantly 
directed to other objects. Yet Bismarck is a 
greater man in the economic field probably 
than the emperor, who makes too much of 
the picture of royalty and too little of the 
substance of society. 

Magnify the conditions described by 
The Hartford Post a hundred fold and 
you have a faint idea of the result of 
the crime of silver demonetization in 
the United States. But, it may be 
asked, why should they be magnified? 
To fit the actual results. It is true 
that Germany is in a very bad conii- 
tion. Her people are squeezed to the 
last extremity, and according to trust- 
worthy accounts, thousands of edu- 


cated men depend on government char- 
ity; but it must be remembered that 
the people of Germany are psed to the 
oppression that. breeds poverty and dis- 
tress. Moreover, | 


they have no staple 
products that come directly in competi- 
tion in the markets of the world with 
those of any silver-using nation. . 
The hardships that may be traced di- 
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ers of their homes, destroying the pros- 
perity of the people, and compelling the 
‘ Whole country to pay tribute to the ra- 
pacity of the millionaire gold sharks 
and money-lenders of New England. 

With all values measured by the gold 
standard, which is constantly appre- 
-clating—constantly growing dearer—it 
is only a question of time when the 
prosperity of the country will be en- 
tirely destroyd. 

Where the Americans Live. 

And now The New York Morning Ad- 
vertiser comes to the front with the 
singular intimation, that immigrants 
avoid the south use our population 
is solidly native Americans. Our con- 
temporary says: 

We repeat that immigrants do not care to 
go where labor is degraded as it is today and 
always has been in the south. They do not 
care to locate in a section where newspapers 
boast of the pure, unadulterated blood of the 
people, untainted by ¢oreign admixture. Be- 
sides, people of the north and of Europe 
know of the intolerance and the lawlessness 
which prevail in most of the southern states. 


That's enough. 
We have not read a more ridiculous 


paragraph in a year. In the south the 
sons of wealthy men work in the field. 
Many of the southern statesmen, law- 
yers, divines, bankers and leaders of 
society gained their start in life by 
manual labor. The prejudice against 
labor, the oppressive laws against it, 
the judicial decisions enslaving it, and 
the financial and tariff systems robbing 
it all originated in the north. 

The charge of lawlessness is out of 
date. It comes with bad grace from a 
section whose organized militia were 
kept busy last year maintaining order at 
the point of the bayonet in Pennsylva- 
nia, New York and Wyoming. 

But we cannot very well dodge the 
charge that the people of the south are 
native Americans. This is the section 
where the Americans make their home. 
According to the last census, 99.77 per 
cent of the inhabitants of North Caroli- 
na are natives, and in South Carolina, 
Georgia, Mississippi and Alabama less 
than 1 per cent of the people are for- 
eign born. On the other hand, in 
Minnesota, Montana and Nevada about 
one-third are of foreign birth, about 
one-half in North Dakota, and in New 
England and the middle states the for- 
eigners are gradually driving out Ameri- 
ean labor. 

It is true that the native Americans 
of the country appear to be massed in 
the south, but this very fact makes 
them all the more willing to encourage 
foreign immigration. They feel satis- 
fied that they will absorb, assimilate 
and Americanize the new comers. 

Will Editor Cockerill’s paper explain 
why the presence in the south of an al- 
most solid American population should 
keep immigrants away, especially, when 
the fact is considered that the first 
American settlers were foreigners, and 
their descendants are proud of their 
Anglo-Saxon and Celtic ancestors? It 
strikes us that the prejudice against 
foreigners is mainly confined to ‘those 
states in the north where the American 
element is rapidly diminishing. There 
is none of it in the south.

The Beresford Case. 

Some of our republican contempora- 
ries misunderstand the decision of the 
@ederal supreme court in the “Lord 
Beresford” case from Georgia. 

The decision is spoken of as a blow 
to the doctrine of state sovereignty, or 
the principle of state rights. The first 
telegraphic report apparently conveyed 
the impression that Justice Jackson 
said that the claim of independent gtv- 
ernments for the states, having the full 
prerogatives and powers of nations ex- 
cept what have been conferred upon 
the general government, is a fallacy. 
What he really said is contained in the 
following: 

The fallacy of the argument lies inthe as- 
sumption that the states of the union occupy 
towards each other in respect to fugitives 
from justice, the relation of foreign nations 
in the same sense in which the general gov- 
ernment stands towards independent sover- 
eignties on that subject. There is nothing in 
the constitution or: statutes of the United 
States in reference to interstate rendition of 
fugitives from justice which can be regarded 
as establishing any compact between the 
states of the union, such as the Ashburton 
treaty contains, limiting their operation to 
particular or designated offenses. On the 
contrary, the provisions of the organic and 
statutory law embrace crimes and offenses of 
every character and description punishable 
by the laws of the state where the forbidden 
acts are committed. 

It is questionable whether the states could 
constitutionally enter into any agreement or 
stipulation with each other for the purpose of 
defining or limiting the offenses for which 
fugitives would or should be- surrendered. 
But it is settled by the decisions of this 
court that, except in the case of a fugitive 
surrendered by a foreign government, there 
is nothing in the constitution of the United 
States which exempts en offender brought 
before the courts of a state from trial and 
punishment, even though brought from anoth- 
er state by unlawtyl violence, or by abuse of 
legal process. 

It will be.seen from this statement 
that, so far from attacking the rights of 
a state, the court strongly upholds them, 
The state of Georgia claimed the right 
to demand and recover its criminal, and 
the court endorsed the state’s position. 
If the decision had been in favor of 
Beresford, it would have been a blow 
to state rights. 


The Goid-Bug Propaganda. 

R. 8. &., the correspondent of Sec- 
retary Smith’s evening paper, who has 
started out to establish a gold-bug pro- 
paganda in Georgia, returns to his mut- 
ton, but he has suppressed the flourish 
that attended his first appearance. He 
has hauled in his: horns. He is 
no longer the Supreme Interpreter of 


the democratic platform. He has even 


ceased to be the trustee of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s views. He has dropped ‘the tone 
of authority with which he began, and 
although he said at first that he was 
merely an humble democrat, he now 
gives sincere evidence of it. Nothing 
can be more becoming to an anonymous 
democrat than humility. : 


The correspondent continues to urge. 


the republican gold-bug theory that 
eastern democrats haye 
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| argument, and 
it is not intended to be mistaken for 
argument. But classtfication is essen- 
tial When the democrats of Georgia 
whose platforms have for years de- 
manded the free coinage of silver, are 
told that they are Pharisees in their 
doctrine and belief, it is natural that 
they should want to know from what 
quarter the assault comes. Classifica- 
tion has been established as a scien- 
tific method of satisfying the yearn- 
ings of the learned and the curiosity of 
the vulgar. To object to classification 
in these latter days is to fight against 
light and knowledge. 

The correspondent, in fact, classifies 
himself by his desire to work in the 
dark and by his doctrine. He declares 
that there is “a vast difference between 
free coinage and bimetallism.” As a 
mere phrase this may mean anything 
or nothing, much or little. Where 
there is already free coinage of. gold 
there is no difference whatever between 
bimetallism and free coinage of silver. 
The term is its own sufficient explana- 
tion. Bimetallism is the employment 
as money of the two metals on terms 
of exact equality before the law. It 
arms gold bullion and silver bullion 
with the potential money power that 
is not affected by the fires that burn 
under the melting pot. There can be 
no such thing as bimetallism where 
the two metals do not afford an inter- 
changeable standard of value. Bimetal- 
lism means the alternating standard of 
value. When gold gets too high, 
silver ‘becomes the standard; when 
Silver appreciates ,to too great 
an extent, gold becomes the 
standard. This is the theory of bimet- 
allism and there is no other. We say, 
therefore, that bimetallism and the free 
coinage of gold and silver on terms of 
equality are one and the same thing. 
One cannot exist without the other. 

R. 8S. S. wants to know “how the 
dollar unit of coinage of both metals 
can be of equal intrinsic and exchange- 
able value when the bullion value of 
the metal contained in one is 64 cents, 
and the bullion value of the metal con- 
tained in the other is $1.” By restor- 
ing to silver bullion the potential money 
power that was tuken away from it 
by the crime of demonetization; by 
making an ounce of it exchangeable at 
the mints for $1.29 in legal tender coin. 
R. 8. S. is probably not as ignorant as 
he pretends to be; but it is the misfor- 
tune of the gold-bugs and the agents of 
the money sharks to impute to their 
opponents a vast amount of ignorance. 
They have a theory that gold—their 
idol—fixes its own value, and that it 
owes nothing whatever to the free coin- 
age and legal tender’ functions; but 
England, the mother of monometallism, 
is not so sure about that. It, there- 
fore, opens its mints to gold, and in 
addition compels its bank to buy all 
the gold that offers at £3 17s. 9d. an 
ounce. That was in 1844, and in spite 
of the fluctuations that have taken place 
in the value of gold since that time, 
the price has been fixed in Jngiand. 

The free coinage of silver cn terms 
of equality before the law fixes the 
price of the bullion so far as this coun- 
try is concerned, but the goldolators 
are tremendously worried about the 
price in other countries, and this we 
presume is the point that our flatwoods 
statesman is trying to make—that free 
coinage here will not bring the price of 
bullion up to the same level. But who 
knows whether it will or not? If our 
international relations are so intimate 
that we must have an understanding 
with Europe every time Miss Columbia 
sets a hen, the holders of bullion silver 
abroad would be foolish to take a less 
price for their silver than they could 
get in this market. They are not in the 
habit of throwing away money. 

Our piney woods gold-bug quotes from 
Mr. Howell’s letter in The ‘New York 
Herald to show that there is a conflict 
of opinion somewhere. The Constitu- 
tion said: “The free coinage of silver 
on an equality with gold, and after- 
ward a readjustment of the ratio.” 
Mr. Howell said in his letter, “the part- 
ty of value is first: to be established.” 
There is not the slightest difference 
here. The parity of value must be 
discovered before the ratio can be ad- 
justed, and the only way to discover 
it is to place silver bullion where. it 
was in the law when it was at a pre- 
mium of 8 per cent over gold. 

This is Mr, Carlisle’s view, it Is The 
Constitution’s view, and {ft is clearly 
the meaning of the democratic plat- 
form. 
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The vindication of Carter Harrison shows 
that Chicago is solidly democratic in all 
the solid issues.

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St. Philip’s Could Not Pay Him the 
Salary Promised. 


A CHURCH THAT IS DEEPLY IN DEBT. 


As Rector He Labored Zealously to Up- 
build His Cherge, but the Member- 
ship Dwindled Away. 


The resignation of Rev. Tullius C. Tup- 
per, rector of St. Philip’s church, has been 


accepted. 

And the unusual feature is that the 
resignation has never been handed in. 

It was anticipated by the vestry at a4 
meeting held last Wednesday night. Dr. 
Tupper intended to resign his charge in 
the course of a month or two, and he had 
stated to the wardens and vestrymen, at 
a meeting held last February, that he 
would retire. 

Friends of the rector think that he has 
not been treated with all the consideration 
to which he is entitled. He came here in 
June, 1891, from St. Paul’s Episcopal 
church, Levenworth, Kan. He was re- 
ceiving a fair salary there. St. Philip's 
did not offer him as much as he was getting 
but assured him that his pay would be in- 
creased. He never received the increase, 
and the installments on his regular salary 
grew farther and farther apart. At a meet- 
ing of the wardens and vestry held in Feb- 
ruary, a discussicn arose over the tardy 
payments. Dr. 'luppe. thought that he dis- 
covered a desire to freeze him out, and he 
said impulsively that if he was pot heartily 
welcome he would resign. 

Mr. H. J. Fear, one of the members, 
asked if he had not better put that in 
writing. 

Dr. Tupper hesitated a moment, for he 
Was taken by surprise, and then answered: 
that he would write his resignation later. 
He said that he would like to finish up his 
year’s work, carry his confirmation class 
through Lent and attend the Diocesan con- 
vention which meets in Marietta next 
month. Lent passed on, and it was hardly 
over before the officials of the church met. 

Those present were: Thomas E. Walker, 
senior warden; W. N. Hawkes, Charles 
Arnold, Thomas E. Screven, John .W. 
Ruasey, Dr. George H. Noble and Arnold 
Broyles. The absent members were Mat 
J. Walker, H. J. Fear and Dr. Virgil O. 
Hardon. , 

Mr. Hawkes offered a written resolution. 
which he had already prepared, in his 
pocket, accepting the rector’s resignation 
and tendering him the use of the rectory 
rent free until June, 1894. 


These facts were admitted to be true by 
a vestryman yesterday. The circumstances 
became generally known to the members of 
the parish and to St. Luke’s parish, during 
the day and there was a great deal of sym- 
pathy for the rector. 

Not a word is said against him, and the 
reason given for the acceptance of his resig- 
nation is that his salary is too high for the 
parish. St. Philip’s has been unfortunate. 
Every one remembers the sensational trial] 
of the brilliant rector who was in charge of 
the parish six years ago. The trial left 
wounds which have never healed. The un- 
fortunate ending of the long dissensions 
left the parish deeply in debt, too. Mr. 
Funsten, who was in charge for awhile, was 
a single man and during his ministry, the 
financial affairs of the parish were im- 
proved in some measure. Then Dr. Tup- 
per was called, unanimously, too, and was 
received with a hearty welcome and open 
arms. He was a splendidly educated min- 
ister, polished, attractive in his manner, 
kind-hearted and had a spotless character. 
But he had not been here long when he 
Was involved in a sad seandal. A full in- 
vestigation by the church officials resulted 
in clearing him of the accusations and sus- 
picions. It is unnecessary to recall that 
story now. The accusations were withdrawn 
and it was hoped that his ministry would 
be full of usefulness. Dr. Tupper was a 
changed man after those trying months. 
He went about his work, though, with zeal 
and endeavored to live down the remem- 
brance of the ordeal. 

Unhappily, he did not receive the Chris- 
tian support and encouragement which he 
needed to secure the full fruitage of his 
labors. His wardens and _ vestry- 
men stood up for him, but 
there were whisperings in and 


out of the church. He labored barder and 


harder. He attempted to reduce the debts 
on the church and to build up the member- 
ship. But the one increased while the 
other decreased. Dr. Tupper was always 
hopeful for the future. His heart was 
certainly in his work. But there 
seemed to be a fatality hanging over the 
ehurch which had been in litigation for 
years in the temporal or ecclesiastical 
courts. . 

Pressure was brought to bear on the war- 
dens to withhold the rector’s salary. As 
funds were low in the church, it was not 
hard to keep back the installments. A rec- 
tor cannot be forced to resign his parish if 
he does not wish to do so. But his salary 
can be withheld which generally has the 
effect of bringing a resignation. Anyway, 
Dr. Tupper is not a man to stay where 
everything is not pleasant and agreeable. 
He has too much manliness for that. He 
did want to stay here because he loved the 
people of his’ parish, but when he found 
opposition, he was quiek to state that he 
would sever hig connection with the parish 
if that was desired. : 
Dr. Tupper has a large family. There are 
ten children, and several of them are at 
school. He has no position, although he 

appointed archdeacon at Macon.

A few months ago St. Philip’s was of- 
fered to Bishop Nelson for a cathedral. The 
offer was to come up at the diocesan conven- 
tion. Dr. Tupper’s idea was that the liti- 
gation over the church property would be 
ended when the bishop accepted. That 
step on the part of the rector would have 
put him at the disposal of the bishop for the 
church was to be deeded to him if he ac 
cepted the offer. | 

There is no telling at this time who will 
succeed Dr. Tupper at St. Philip’s. It may 
be that the debts will be liquidated and that 
the bisliop may accept it as a cathedral. 
What his wishes in the matter are is not 
known. St. Luke’s, which is the cathedral 
now, 1s rather too small for the congrega- 
tion, and the parish ccntemplates building 
@ new place of worship as soon as it can be 
done without serious inconvenience. 

One thing is certain. Dr. Tupper is anx- 
ious to stay in charge of St. Philip's, and 
his resignation he declares to have been ac- 


cepted in a spirit of snap judgment. 
HOT POLITICS IN GEORGIA. 


Eight years ago there was very slight in- 
terest taken in the distribution of the federal 
Offices in Georgia. Mr. Cleveland had a com- 
paratively easy time with the appointments. 
There was no rush and scarcely any vigor- 
ous contest over any particular plum. Warly 
after his election the gentlemen who be- 
came prominent applicants were accorded 
right of way, and the Georgians themselves 
not less than the president, ‘‘were amazed 
at their own moderation.”’ Indeed, several 
gentlemen of notable deserts, who were of- 
fered positions at home and abroad, grate- 
fully but firmly declined them. The air was 
full then of a disposition to let the first dem- 
ocratic president since 1856 have the unem- 
barrassed perogative of naming those whom 
he might deem best qualified to uphold the 
integrity of a democratic administration. It 
Was an intuitive action rebuking the claim 
that ‘“‘the southern democrats were hungry 
for the provender of the public crib.” 


Now, however, the spirit of the times and 
of the men of party avtivities has 
changed. ‘It is now the opinion of the major- 
ity that there should be a prompt, complete 
and significant change of the ofticiary of the 
government, from president to porters, and 
that the most loyal and self-sacrificing dem- 
ocrats, who have borne the brunt of the con- 
flicts that have led up to popular confidence 
and supreme victory, should be entrusted 
with the oces fii and responsibilities 
of the government, .-Hence, the 
many more candidates and the livelier 
personal contests of 1893 over 1885. Yet such 
a state of affairs brings its punishments—its 
defeats misunderstandings, heart--burnings 
and humiliations—and happy are they who 
escape from the conflicts without having 
aroused the almost quenchliess fires of jeal- 
ousy and political hatred. Unfortunately, 
there are already signs abroad in Georgia 
that the present battles are leaving behind 
them, as fast as a fight is settled, such re- 


mainders of bitterness and enmity. 


“The people are getting red-hot in our town 
over the action of Hoke Smith in fighting 
Bascom Myrick. They take it to be more 
than a personal grudge of Smith against My- 
rick. We believe it is the first shot across 
the bow of Crisp’s candidacy for the speak- 
ership in the next congress. You remember 


}how Crisp was treated by the Reform Club 


in New York under the leadersbip of E. 
Ellery Anderson? Well, Hoke Smith is the 
vice president of that Reform Club, and his 
place in the cabinet was largely due to the 
influence it had with Mr. Cleveland. We sus- 
pect that there is a plot to dewn Crisp and 
that Myrick’s case has beer seized upon as 
the first blow to be administered—a sort of 
advarce notice to Crisp that he is not in it 
with this administration. If that should be 
the play, watch out for hot times between 
now and the opening of congress!’’ 


“The friends of John D. Harrell don’t like 
the way he was treated, by a doggoned 
sight,"’ said a citizen of Bainbridge at the 
Kimball last evening. “‘You know Harreil 
wanted the office of marshal for southern 
Georgia and when Ben Russell and others ap- 
proached” Hoke Smith about the matter he 
said Harrell was the man for the place and 
ought to have it. But when Harrell got to 
Washington and saw the maneuvering that 
was going on over the offices he got disgusted 
with the situation and concluded not to press 
the matter. He got ready to come home and 
told Ben Russell not to file his application 
and endorsement at all. But Hoke Smith heard 
about it and wrote Harrell a note, which he 
now has, and told him not to abandon the 
contest, but by all means to file his applica- 
tion and press for the place. Harrell 
called his friends together and showed 
them Smith's letter. They canvassed the 
situation and concluded that such a letter 
surely meant that Smith would staud by Har- 
rell and see that he got the office. So they 
agreed that Harrell should follow the advice 
and Ben Russell filed the papers, confident 
that Harrell’s case was O. K. Judge of their 
surprise and indignation, then, when Frank 
Leverett walked off with the cake. Smith 
then offered Harrell a small job in the interior 
department, with $2,000 salary. But as Har- 
rell can make $2,500 or more a year out of his 
business in Bainbridge, he politely declined 
to be set off in a corner with an humble pie 
of that@ort. Some of Harrell’s friends think 
Sinith ought to take a day off and explain what 
he meant by that letter and what he did, 
anyhow, for Harrell, or against him, in that 
murshaiship watter! If Smith expects to 
stay im politics, it might—l say, it might— 
oe hereafter to make the explauation 
quick.

He 
said ‘If Cleveland is elected, I want you to 
apply for the place and | will do all in my 
power to help "Ig get it.” Then, for the first 
time, Jesse took seriously to the idea himself, 
but still wavered somewhat to say that he 
would really be a candidate. That night Hoke 
came to Albany with Jesse and ey took 
supper together ab a restaurant. Hoke urged 
Jesse to prepare to be a candidate and told 
him ‘if Cleveland is elected I will be either 
attorney general or secretary of the interior— 
if I am attorney general I will appoint you 
straight out, and if I am secretary of the 
interior, I will insist to Mr. Cleveland that 
this section is entitled, from its tried loyalty 
to democracy, to the appointment aud that 
you are the man for the piace.’ Then Hoke 
rehearsed to Jesse what sort of a great 
speech he would make to Cleveland about 
him. Sure enough Cleveland was elected and 
Jesse, in due time, came to Atlanta to see 
how the la lay.

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HIS SUBJECT THE GREAT NAPOLEON. 


It Was a Megnificent Lecture, Handsome- 
ly Dlustrated with the Stereopticon. 
His Lecture Tonight. 


Professor Downie, the versatile and enter- 
taining Scoteh barrister, delighted another 
large audience at the Young Mens Chris- 
tian Association last night. ss 

His subject was “Napoleon Bonaparte, 
‘and the lecture, which was delivered in 
admirable style, was copiously illustrated 
‘with stereopticon views taken from original 
paintings. One of them, a portrait of the 
great general, was especially fine and drew 
from the audience a hearty round of ap- 
plause. 

The career of Napoleon from his earliest 
introduction to the military life of Europe 
to his sad death on the island of St. Helena 
was vividly traced by the interesting lec- 
turer. The attention of the large crowd 
never wavered a particle and from begin- 
ning to end he held the undivided attention 
of his auditors. 

There were several prominent citizens in 
the audience and the universal opinion was 
that a more entertaining lecture had never 
been heard in Atlanta and the interest of 
the entertainment was by no means de- 
pendent upon the magic lantern. It was a 
risk which the association took in assum- 
ing the responsibility of engaging such a star 
in the lecture field, but the success of the 
entertainment has happily demonstrated 
the wisdom of the selection. 

Tonight Professor Downie will lecture 
on the subject of “Scotland, Ireland and 
Engand,” and ttre lecture will be illustrated 
with a hundred views. It will be the last 
of the series and will no doubt be greeted 
with a large audience. 

Professor Downie on the South. 

Professor Downie is a professional trav- 
eler and this is his first visit to the south. 
He is charming in conversation and has 
been more than delighted by the reception 
he has received iu addition to the many 
points of interest, including the rapid 
growth of the section, which have come 
under his observation. 

He will gather material and also views 
during his stay in the south for the purpose 
of lecturing upon the life and character 
of the southern people. He says ho in- 
tends to give the world an inteuigent idea 
of the wonderful growth which has been 
achieved by this section. Of his first im- 


pression in Dixie he said: 

“It was a bright, delightful morning, the 
first of this mouth of April, wher we turn- 
ed our backs on the national capitai and 
rolled across the Potomac to saunter awhile 
in the sunny south. ‘he hills and vales of 
Ole YVirginy, much as I had dreamed of 
them, glided past the car window like dis- 
solving views of green and brown against 
the gray-blue screen of sky. Smiling Has- 
ter was upon us; Lenten days and the cold 
porth behind. 

‘Every people and country have some spe 
cial charm, and thou, balmy south, in 
thine Easter robe in la belle saison hast 
thine! Soft are thy breath and thy skies 
and softer the tones of thy daughters! 
And this is the mother of presidents, the 
birthplace of statesmen, the battleground of 
g nation this historic Old Dominion. Amer- 
jca has been to us for years a splendid pic- 
ture book. This is the closing chapter. 

“The features and lineaments of a coun- 
try, its distinct characteristics, topographi- 
eal, botanical, geological, fix themselves on 
a traveler’s mind like the faces of old 
friends. ‘The face of the south is fair and 
smiling. It invites the pleasure seeker 
with its vast expanse of rolling, tree-clad 
hills that seem formed in the gentle rip- 
es of a cooling continent. The face of 
New England has a rugged grandeur all 
its own that speaks of violent struggies and 
of storm, resembling though far less rich in 
soil the billowy surface of that ict wheat 
garden that lies between the Rockies and 
the cascades in eastern Washington. Its 
water falls and mountain streams have 
stimulated the inventive genius of a peo- 
ple blessed with a niggard soil and all the 
other labor blessings that followed Acam 
from the garden. 

‘'The fertile wheat fields of the west so 
tiresome to the eye, the mountain canons 
of the silver states, the broad bounteous 
grape fields and orange groves of the Pa- 
cific slope; the snow capped pinnacles and 
eternal glaciers of the northland; the great 
lake country pouring its basins by the 
mightiest of falls and of rivers to the sea; 
each region having an aspect of its own 
with various races and languages and man- 
ners and dialects—the yankee, the southern- 
er, the westerner, the Irish, the (ierman, 
the Scandinavian, the Spanish, the French, 
the negro—this is America.

‘In the silver states and grazing states 
with their freedom of mining manner and 
rudeness of cowboy life the traveler for- 
gets too often there are homes and society 
and religion. 

“And now while the gray skies of Puget 
sound and the glaciers of the Selkirks are 
fresh in mind, while the sleigh bells of Can- 
ada’s capital are still ringing gayly in the 
ears, we roll southward with open car win- 
dows and find the warm sunshine even a 
little oppressive as we are ‘Marching 
Through Georgia’ on a friendly mission 
this smiling Easter morning. 

“Tt. will take many scenes frem every 
section to present this land fairly on plat- 
form and on screen. The even pat.orama 
of the nation’s metropolis as seen from the 
world’s building with a child of the north 
by his side was even less typical and sug- 
gestive of America than the view of the 
nation’s seat with a bright daughter of the 
south as guide, as we stood on the steps 
of the capitol and gazed from the top of 
Washington’s monument over the country 
and the city he founded. 

“And here for a time we are to gather 
pictures and impressions of that old con- 
federacy, that in childhood days in far 
off British schools roused our admiration 
and sympathies with its heroes and their 
struggles. The pictures shall be true, the 
impression may be defective. But we shall 
receive them honestly and impart them 
without prejudice, endeavoring always to

AFTER DALRYMPLE’S HIDDEN WEALTH. 


Ransacked a House in the Northern Part 
of the County, and Tracked to At- 
‘lanta—A Thrilling Bncounter. 


A few miles from Atlanta in the northern 
part of Fulton county on a lonely country 
road is an old-fashioned country house, 
where for nearly a half century the family 
of A. J. Dalrymple has lived. 

The house is one typical of ante-bellum 
times and stands surrounded by a number 
of giants oaks. Old man A. J. Dalrymple 
built the house years ago, and he lived 
there in prosperous circumstances until just 
two weeks ago, when he died at the age of 
eighty-three. For years he had operated 
his farm, living very economically and with- 
out the slightest show, and when he died 
everybody believed, and not without reason, 


that he had a big pile of money saved. 


Many stories were told of the money old 
man Dalrymple had saved, and it was ru- 
mored that the savings of years had been 
hidden around his house, ag it was known 
that he never did business with a bank. 

The stories about Dalrymple’s hidden 
wealth led to a most sensational midnight 
encounter night before last, which very 
nearly ended in @ tragedy. 

After the death of his grandfather young 
James Dalrymple went to reside at the old 
homestead with hig grandmother, who was 
very far advanced in years. The house is 
@ very large one and several of its rooms 
are habitually unoccupied. 

About midnight night before last young 
Dairymple was awakened by a noise in his 
room. Before going to bed he had placed a 
shotgun at the head of his bed and at the 
sound of the strange noises he leaped out 
of bed and grabbed his gun. As he did so 
he saw three dim but powerful figures stund- 
ing in a few feet of him. before he could 
move one of the big negroes had leaped 
forward, thrust a pistol into his face and 
trown his arms about him, 

The other two negroes ran to the only 
window to the room to prevent Dalrymple’s 
escape by that way. A desperate struggle 
ensued between Dalrymple and the negro. 
The young man succeeded in getting hold of 
the negro’s arm in such a way, as to pre- 
vent his being shot. ‘the negro struggled 
powerfully to get the gun or pistol in po- 
sition to shoot the young man, but Dalrym- 
ple was his match physically and he was 
unable to do so. 

“Shoot him! Shoot him!” he at last cried 
to his companions. ‘“‘Why don’t you shoot 
him?’ Bust the only answer the two ne- 
groes made was to take to their heels and 
get away as fast as possible. _ 

An instant later the struggling negro 
succeeded in wrenching the shotgun from 
Dalrymple. He raised it and dealt the young 
man a powerful blow, and then Jeaped out 
the window and ran away. 

As he ran out the negro threw down his 
pistol, but carried the gun with him. He 
also dropped his hat in the yard as he ran 
off 


Dalrymple soon recovered from the stun- 
ning blow that the negro had dealt him. 
He made a thorough search through the 
house and found that the three negroes had 
rifled three rooms. In these rooms ev- 
erything was turned upside down and 
thrown about on the floor. Confusion 
reigned, but not an article wags missilg. 
The negnoes had, without Aoubt, been 
searching for the hidden money which 
they had heard was secreted about the 
place. 

Early yesterday morning before daylight 
young Dalrymple roused his neighbors and 
informed them of the midnight attack, 
and-in an hour’s time thirty citizens were 
én the track of the murderous thieves. 
It was soon diseovered that the negroes 
had‘come towards Atlanta, and they were 
tracked to Belt junction without difficulty. 
There the negroes were seen about day- 
light, but which direction they took from 
that point. could not be learned. There 
the searchers were forced to abandon the 
trail. 

Bailiff Abernethy and one or two of the 
searching party came to Atlanta in the 
afternoon and reported the matter to the 
detective department, giving such descrip- 
tions of the men as the young man could 
remember. 

Detective Green was detailed on the case 
and he will spare no effort to capture the 
guilty men. They are Atlanta negroes, 
and from #e descriptions given are believed 
to be characters familiar in police circles.

Roberts has never had a conviction scored 
against him. He ig now in jail awaiting 
trial on a charge of robbing a man of 
$125. Buck O’Shields is accused of bei 
hig accomplice and he was tried sever 
months ago and given a five years’ sen- 
tence. He has appealed the case and is 
in jail waiting for a second hearing.

Three Prisoners Removed. 


General Delk, a brother of Tom Delk, 
himself a noted criminal, was yesterday 
sent to the coal mines to serve out a term 
of ten yeffs for murder. The commission 
of the crime for which Delk has gon® to 
the mines to suffer is so recent as to be 
readily remembered by Atlantians. 

Delk was in jail for burglary and had 
only been there a few days when he quar- 
reled with a negro prisoner, Tom Evans, 
and before any of the prisoners standing 
around had any idea of his murderous in- 
tention, Delk had. pulled out a kif®fe and 
had driven it to the handle in Evans's neck. 
Evans died almost instantaneously. The 
tragedy occurred in the prison corridor 
and in full view of al! the prisoners. 

Since his conviction the jailers have had 
to keep Delk closely confined to prevent 
him from harming other prisoners. He 
hag an extremely violent temper and when 
aroused is furious. Unless he is closely 
watched the penitentiary authorities will 
soon lose Delk. 

Albert Merks, who has a sentence of five 
years for burglary to serve out, accompanied 
General Delk. Merks has been in the 
jail for some time. Steve Roberts, a 
young white man, was also carried to the 
mines yesterday for a visit of three years. 
Roberts will be remembered as the scholar- 
ly young man who, a few months ago, stole 
a pass book from the office of the Sea- 
board Air-Line. He was riding aboug ex- 
tensively when caught and placed in jail.

NEW YORK, April 7—Liverpool today was a scene of 
wild excitement, caused by the unexpected failure of a 
prominent operator to meet his liabilities at the clear- 
ing house settlement today. Yesterday it was expected 
that his accounts would be arranged, but this morning 
our cables state that his debit balance at the clearing 
house amounted to 40,000 pounds, and he was obliged 
to suspend. His failure carried down two other houses 
ofsmall importance, but the feeling in Liverpool is 
that the market has seen the worst and that prices will 
improve from the low point touched ycsterday. Liver- 
pool opened at 4 points advance, lost 9, advanced 6 and 
closed firm at 4@5 points above the closing quotations 
of yesterday. Our market did not fully respond to the 
advance in Liverpool, as it was known at the opening, 
through private sources, that a portion of tho advance 
had been lost. Those who have bought on the last de- 
cline have taken advantage of the rally to liquidate 
their purchases, and the disposition among the outside 
is to se}l cotton even at the sharp decline we have re- 
cently had. On the contrary, the trade had a better 
feeling than for some time past, and in this they are 
sustained by the lack of rainin Texas, aad the com- 
plaints which are daily being received from that sec- 
tion.of the country.

Some or the 
best experts now estimate that the eld 
of winter wheat will not exceed 225,000,000 
bushels. Of corn it is yet too early to make 
such close figures, but the chances for a good 
crop are dec@edly unfavorable. There was an 
advance of about 1 cent. per bushel from the 
opening; part of which was lost just before 
the close. Cobb Bros., a very reliable comiis- 
sion house in St. Louis wires that the Missouri 
state crop report will be 82 per cent against 
72 per cent jast year. Other houses have 
ranaved dispatches stating that the report is 
not out yet. The forthcoming government re- 

ort is looked forward to with considerable 
uterest. As that report,however, will be made 
up from statistics gathered before the 1sp of 
April, we do not see how it can be very reli- 
able, as it was entirely too early to ascertain 
the condition of winter wheat. Compared 
with last year it would seem that it will be 
rather bearish. Last year the April report 
twas very low, and it was quite generally ad- 
mitted that it was at least 15 per cent lower 
than the facts at that time would warrant. 
This year it will be higher than it would 
be were the statistics gathered at the present 
time, as the great damage in Kansas, Missou- 
ri, Nebraska and Illinois has disclosed itself 
since the statistics for the report were taken. 

There was so much interest in wheat that 
corn aud oats were neglected in a speculative 
way, althongh there was a fairly g move- 
ment of cash. Sample lots and {Inquiries for 
immediate and later shipments were quite nu- 
merous.

An Explanation from Alderman Phil Har- 
ralson—The Kegistration Books —

" “Now, I want to explait why I did not 
vote for the ordinance. I am told that if 
the city went ahead and allowed this banker 
or that to bid for the holding of the 
money belonging to the city at such and 
such amount of interest, tlie highest bidder 
getting the money as a joan, that it could 
not be absolutely safe. 

“Suppose the bank should gall in the 
soup soon after the money was tygned over 
to it, then the city would have to whistle 
on thg stump for its oe. and the people 
would be robbed of their taxes. I could 
not see my way clear to vote for the con- 
cern as long as it looked this way, and I 
did not. I have an ordinance I think will 
get the thing straight, which I shall soon 
introduce.: I do not think that the spirit 
of the Hill ordinance is at al] dead, and if 
the theory had been made more tangible in 
the ordinance I would have voted for it.”
